“Even this ftuation, after the firit burits of agouy and 
grief, from the tumultuous agiiations of diitracting ideas, 
fuch is the benignity of Héavew in atlviding folace to the 
deepeit difliefs, feemed not wholly unlutlanavle We 
had both read the excellent romance of Kobiniun Cruloe ; 
and though we pofliefied not all the advantages of tiat hero, 
we found. ourfeives in many ic¢ipeéts fuperior, On this 
feeble foundation, as it may feem, laid too ia the regions 
of fancy, did we raife, allo in imagimation, a fuperiiruc- 
ture, which promifed no mean degree of happinels, In 
the incan time, that we might, like our prototype, felect 
the moit advantageous fpot for the habitanon which we 
were about to coutrive, we refolved on firlt traverfing the 
whole ifland, Thus engaged, it is alooifhing to what a 
pleafing calm I felt the perturbations of my bofom reduc- 
ed; my mao, too, not only evinced a bumble acquief- 
cence in our fate; bat cheered me with aifurances that he 
would be as happy as Robinion Crafne’s faithful fervant, 
Friday, to labor for his mafler.

FAMILY divifions frequently {pring from very immatey 
rial accidents, which gather {trengih by repetition, lf 
they ate augmenied in iv formidable a manner, as to {weep 
betore them ail the dumettic virtue, and abolith all the am.

Every thing being prepared, and the moft profound 
filence prevailing, not only amongft the fpedtators, but, 
smongh the workmen employed in conduéting the cere- 
mony, ata given fignal the flided gently into the water, a) 
fublime fpeétacle of gracefulnefs and grandieur, Imme-. 
diately on touching the water federal falutes were fired | 
from the floop-of war Portfmouth, the revenue cutter Jay, 
(which on this occafion was decorated with the flags of all 
mations) and the Afpafia, (Indiaman), Thele were re- 
turned by the uniform companies on fhore, who fired a 
fue-de-joye, and marched off the ground to the Battery, 
where they performed various military evelutions in a cor- 
reét manner, and were difmiffed. 

Notwithftanding the immenfe croud of witneffes, we 
are happy to announce that no accident happened at the 
launch ; the whole bufinefs was conduéted with the great- 
eft propriety under the diseétion of Mr Guzessman the 
builder. 

The frigate Prefident is rated at 44 guns, but pierced for 
64; and is repiefented, by thofe whoare beft qualified to 
give their judgment on the fubjeé, to be one of the fineit 
pieces of naval archite€ture ever exhibited.

They had received the 
day befere a letter, from M. ‘Talleyrand, the Miniter 
of Foreign Affairs covering their paifporis ; exprefling im- 
patience fortheir arrival at Paris, and inforanug them, 
that the form of their letters of credence (which were ad- 
dieffed to the Exccutive Direoctry) would be no obttacie 
to the opening of negociatioas. 

The Envoys arrived at Lifbon the e7th of November,

failed from thence for L’Ornent on the aiit Dec but en- 
countering for three weeks, violeatand adverfle winds in 
their attempts to gain that place, they were at lalt conitrain- 
ed to make the firtt fafe port in Spain; and they arrived 
on the 11th of January, at Corunva, whence they difpaich- 
ed a courier to Paris, for thes: pailports;. and at Burgos, 
received an anfwer as abore mentioned.
